Your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  revise  the  Standing  Rules 
of  the  County  Council  of  the  County  of  Welland,  i)eg  leave  to  submit 
this  their  report,  and  would  recommend  that  the  following  rules  be 
adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body,  viz.: 

I  St.  That  the  election  of  Warden  be  by  ballot,  and  that  the 
nominations  for  the  position  be  by  verbal  motion  duly  seconded,  and 
that  .ii^'  name  of  the  candidate  receiving  the  lowest  vote  on  the 
ballot  tai  en  be  withdrawn,  and  so  on  until  some  member  shall  re- 
ceive a  majority  of  votes  of  the  members  present,  who  shall  be 
declared  duly  efectcd. 

2nd.  That  the  council  shall  tneet  at  9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
of  each  day  during  the  session  except  when  otherwise  specified  by 
statute  or  ordered  by  special  motion,  and  if  at  that  time  there  be  not 
a  quorum  the  Warden  may  vacate  the  chair. 

3rd.  That  immediately  after  the  Warden  shall  have  taken  his 
seat  the  minutes  of  the  preceeding  meeting  shall  be  read  by  the  clerk 
in  order  that  any  mistake  therein  may  be  amended  by  the  Council.

5th.  That  the  Warden  shall  preserve  order  and  discorum  and 
decide  questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Council,  and 
in  explaining  a  point  of  order  or  practice  he  shall  state  the  rule  or 
authority  applicable  to  the  case. 

6th.  That  the  Warden  shall  no^  take  part  in  any  debate  or  vote 
except  m  case  of  a  tie  or  when  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called,  in 
which  case  he  may  vote,  but  in  no  instance  shall  he  vote  more  than 
once  on  the  same  question  ;  when  the  Council  is  equally  divided  he 
shall  vote  and  may  give  his  reasons  for  so  voting  standing  uncovered  ; 
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\\\  may  stale  a  motion  sitting,  but  must  rise  to  put  the  (juestion  to 
the  Council. 

7th.  That  every  member  previous  to  his  speaking  to  any  ques- 
tion or  motion  shall  rise  trom  his  seat  uncovered  and  address  himself 
to  the  Warden. 

8th.  That  when  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once  the  Warden 
shall  decide  who  is  to  speak,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Council. 

9th.  That  all  members  present  when  a  question  is  put  shalj 
vote  unless  excused  by  the  Council  or  personally  interested  in  the 
question. 

loth.  That  when  the  Warden  is  putting  a  question  no  member 
shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  house,  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking 
shall  any  other  members  hold  discourse  which  may  interrupt  him,  or 
pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

nth.  That  a  member  called  to  order  shall  sit  down,  but  may 
afterward  explain,  and  all  debate  on  the  question  of  order  shall  take 
place  before  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer. 

1 2th.  That  no  member  shall  use  unseemly  language,  nor  speak 
beside  the  question  in  debate. 

13th.  That  each  member  may  of  right  require  the  question  or 
motion  under  discussion  to  be  read  for  his  information  at  any  ^ime 
of  the  debate,  but  not  so  as  to  interrupt  a  member  speaking. 

14th.  That  the  rules  of  the  Council  shall  be  observed  in  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  so  far  as  may  be  applicable 

15th.  That  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  council,  before 
eaving  the  chair  the  Warden  shall  appomt  a  chairman  to  preside,  who 
shall  imnriediately  take  the  chair  without  argument  or  comment. 

1 6th.  That  in  committee  of  the  whole  Council  a  motion  that 
the  chairman  leave  the  chair,  '^hall  always  be  in  order  and  take 
precedence  of  every  other  motiort^  and  then  when  the  motion  is  made- 
on  account  of  any  question  of  order  or  privilege  arising  the.  Warden 
shall  resume  the  chair  without  discussion  or  vote  of  the  committee. 

17th.  That  in  committee  of  the  whole  Council  all  motions  re- 
lating to  the  matter  under  consideration  shall  be  put  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  proposed. 
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1 8th.     That  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given  of  all  motions  (»  \ 
introducing  new  matter  other  than  matters  of  privilege  and  presentins 
petitions. 

19th.  That  no  motion  shall  be  debated  or  put  except  it  b'e  in 
writing  and  seconded. 

20th.  That  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in.  order,  but  no 
second  motion  to  the  same  effect  shall  be  made  until  after  some  inter- 
mediate proceeding  shall  have  been  had. 

2ist.  That  after  a  motion  is  read  by  the  Warden  it  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Council,  but  niay  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time  before  decision  or  amendment  by  permission  ot  the  Council. 

22nd.  That  a  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall 
preclude  all  amendment  of  the  main  question. 

2  3rd.  That  the  previous  question,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre 
elude  all  amendments  and  debate  of  the  main  question  and  shall  be 
put  in  the  form  "That  the  main  question  now  be  put"  if  the  previous 
question  be  resolved  in  the  affirmative,  the  original  question  is  to  be 
put  forthwith  without  any  amendment  or  debate. 

24th.  That  when  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall 
be  received  unless  ist,  to  amend  it ;  2nd,  to  commit  it;  3rd,  to  lay  it 
on  the  table ;  4th,  to  postpone  it ;  5th,  for  previous  question ;  6th,  to 
adjourn. 

25th.  That  when  a  bill  or  petition  is  read  in  the  Council  the 
Clerk  shall  certify  the  readings  and  the  time  on  the  back  thereof. 

26th.  Thrt  when  any  bill  shall  be  presented  by  a  member  the 
question  "That  this  bill  be  now  read  a  first  time"  shall  be  decided 
without  amendment  or  debate. 

27th.  That  every  bill  shall  be  read  twice  before  if  is  committed, 
and  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time  before  it  finally  passes  the  Council. 

28th.  That  every  public  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  motion  o^ 
leave,  specifying  the  object  of  the  h\\%  or  by  a  motion  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  prepare  and  bring  it  in,  or  by  an  order  of  the  Council 
on  a  report  of  a  committee,  and  that  every  bill  interfering  with  private 
rights  shall  be  founded  on  a  petition,  notice  of  the  intention  of  the 
petitioners,  having  been  inserted  in  two  of  ths  newspapers  of  the 
county  at  least  one  month  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Council. 
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39th.  That  all  petitions  to  be  introduced  shall  be  brought  in 
after  the  minutes  of  the  Council  are  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  after  the 
third  reading  of  any  bills  that  may  stand  for  that  purpose  on  the  order 
of  the  day. 

30th.  That  petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed  to 
the  Council  shall  be  presented  by  a  member  in  his  lilace,  who  shall  be 
answerable  to  the  Council  that  they  do  not  contain  improper  or  im- 
pertinent matter,  and  that  the  name  of  the  member  introducing  such 
petition,  memorial  or  paper  shall  be  endorsed  on  the  same. 

31st.  That  all  orders  of  the  day,  which  by  reason  of  any 
adjournment  shall  not  have  been  proceeded  upon,  shall  be  considered 
as  postponed  till  the  next  day,  on  which  the  Council  shall  sit  and  shall 
stand  first  on  the  order  of  the  day  after  the  third  reading  of  bills  and 
addresses  and  reading  of  petitions. 

32  nd.  That  when  any  item  on  the  order  of  the  day  shall  be 
called,  and  the  member  who  introduced  the  same,  if  present,  shall  not 
be  prepared  to  proceed  thereon,  said  item  shall  be  placed  at  the  foot 
of  the  order  of  the  day. 

33rd.  That  the  Warden  shall  cause  the  Clerk  to  make  a  list  of 
all  ordinances,  resolutions  or  reports  on  the  table,  which  shall  be  con- 
sidered "the  general  order  of  the  day ;"  original  communications  and 
petitions  shall  be  first  taken  up,  then  any  unfinished  subject,  then  the 
"special  order  of  the  day"  and  regular  business  be  postponed  until 
the  special  order  is  disposed  of  unless  the  Council  shall  decide 
differently. 

34th.     That  committees  shall   be  appointed   on   motion   of  a 

member  by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Council ;  committees  ap. 

pointed  to  report  on  any  subject  referred  to  them  by  the  Council, 

hall  report  a  statement  of  facts  and  also  their  opinion  thereon  in 

writing. 

35th.  That  no  person  except  the  Warden,  Clerk,  members  or 
officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  allowed  to  come  within  the  bar  during 
the  sitting  of  the  Council  unless  invited  by  the  Warden. 

36th.  That  strangers  admitted  into  the  Council  during  its  sit- 
tings who  make  a  noise  or  behave  irregularly  shall  be  taken  into 
custody  by  an  officer  of  the  Council  to  await  their  judgment. 

37th.     That  upon  a  division  of  the  Council  the  yeas  and  nays 
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shall  be  taken  if"  required  by  one  member  before  the  qucition  is 
decided. 

38th.  That  all  unprovided  cases  the  majority  of  t  ie  Council 
shall  decide  thereupon,  which  decision  shall  be  a  rule  of  conduct  for 
similar  cases  in  future. 

39th.  That  all  petitions  and  documents  addressed  to  the 
Council  shall  be  in  the  following  form,  to  wit :  "To  the  Warden  and 
Councillors  for  the  County  of  Welland,  in  Council  Assembled." 

40th.  That  no  member  other  than  the  one  proposing  a  ques- 
tion or  motion  (who  shall  be  permitted  to  reply)  shall  speak  more 
than  once  on  the  same,  without  leave  of  the  Council,  except  in 
explanation  of  a  material  part  of  his  speach,  which  may  have  been 
misconceived,  but  then  he  is  not  to  introduce  new  matter. 

41st.  That  when  any  question  has  been  decided,  either  affirm- 
atively or  negatively,  it  shall  be  competent  for  any  member  who 
voted  with  the  majority  to  move  a  reconsideration  at  the  same  meet- 
ing if  the  subject  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken  is  still  in  possession 
of  the  Council,  and  has  not  been  announced  liy  authority,  otherwise 
it  will  not  be  in  order. 

42nd.  That  any  ciueslion  or  motion  containing  two  or  more 
distinct  points  shall  be  divided  when  demmded  by  two  or  more 
members  and  a  vote  be  taken  on  each  subject,  one  <jf  the  members 
calling  for  a  division  shall  state  the  form  of  division. 

43rd.     That  when  any  committee  reports  to  the  Council  it  will 
not  be  necessary  for  a  motion  to  receive  and  read  the  report. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  OF  A.    C.  HILJ.    TO    AirORNEY OKNERAL   /^£ 

MRS.  H.  N.  OILLK. 
7'o  the  Jfouorabht  the  Attoriuy-Gfucrul  of  Ontario  : 

Dear  Sir  :— In  accordance  with  your  letter  of  the   i8ih   April 
last,  enclosing  petition  from  the  County  Council  of  Welland,  asking 
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an  investigation  into  the  "alleged  facts"  in  connection  with  the  arrest 
and  imprisonment  of  Mrs.  H.  N.  Oille,  alias  Jemima  Grace,  I  beg  to 
state  as  follows  : — 

There  was  no  warrant  issued  for  the  arrest  of  the  said  Oille,  alias 
Grace,  by  me  except  the  warrant  upon  which  he  was  arrested  at  St. 
Thomas. 

This  warrant  was  issued  by  me  upon  an  information  laid  by  C. 
M.  Flannigan,  the  party  whose  horse  was  taken,  and  was  dated  29th 
July,  1884. 

On  the  I  St  of  August,  1884,  prisoner  was  brought  before  John 
Robinson,  Esq.,  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  who  usually  acts  for  me  in 
my  absence  (I  aj  the  time  being  out  of  town)  and  she  was  remanded 
by  him  to  the  iollowing  day  at  10  a.  m. 

On  the  2nd  ot  August  prisoner  was  brought  before  me  in  open 
Court  by  the  Police  officer  having  her  in  charge,  whereupon  I  stated 
to  her  the  substance  of  the  charge  against  her,  and  then  in  the  usual 
form,  and  in  accordance  with  Sec.  3  of  i'ap.  32,  of  32 — 33  Vic.  asked 
her  whether  she  consented  that  the  charge  against  her  should  be  tried 
by  me  or  whether  she  desired  it  should  be  sent  for  trial  by  a  Jury  at 
the  next  Court. 

She  then  and  there,  and  after  I  had  fully  explained  to  her  her 
position  and  her  rights  as  to  her  trial  consented  to  my  deciding  upon 
the  charge  summarily. 

I  then  read  the  charge  to  her  and  asked  her  whether  she  pleaded 
guilty  or  not  guilty  thereto,  in  reply  to  which  she  pleaded  "guilty"  to 
the  charge  and  was  sentenced  by  me  for  the  offence  to  six  nior.ths  im- 
prisonment in  Welland  Gaol. 

She  made  no  defence  and  offered  no  denial,  nor  expressed  any 
desire  to  call  any  witnesses  on  her  behalf,  but  jjleaded  guilty,  having 
previously,  as  I  am  informed,  confessed  the  offence  to  the  Police 
officer. 

I  have  delayed  makmg  any  report  upon  this  matter  with  the  ex- 
pectation that  this  Mrs.  Oille,  alias  Grace,  might  be  found  and  an 
explanation  got  from  her  as  to  the  co.ii plaint  made  by  her,  and  as  to 
the  reason  or  excuse  for  the  statement  she  has  made. 

From  the  character  and  reputation  she  bears  as  lately  detailed  to 
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me  I  have  no  doubt  she  is  quite  capable  of  making  statements  to  suit 
either  her  own  convenience  or  the  convenience  of  any  one  willing  to 
listen  to  the  slanders  of  a  prostitute  and  a  criminal,  against  the  author- 
ities whose  duties  it  has  been  to  deal  with  her. 

I  submit  he-ewith  also  as  a  further  explanation  of  the  matters 
contained  in  the  petition  the  report  of  Officer  McMichen  who  had 
charge  of  the  cat  e.

Niagara  Falls,  May  29th,  1885. 
A.  G,   Hill,  Exq.,  Police  Magistrate,  Niaguia  Falls,  Out,: 

Sir  : — In  reference  to  the  case  of  Mrs.  H.  N.  Oille,  alias  Jemima 
Grace,  alias  Jemima  King,  alias  Jemima  Scott,  alias  Jemima  Marshall, 
I  beg  to  state  the  facts  as  you  request. 

On  Saturday,  July  5th,  1884,  a  woman  unknown  to  Christopher 
Flannigan,  a  livery-man  of  Niagara  Falls,  Ont.,  hired  a  horse    and 
buggy  about  10  a.  m.  to  go  to  Niagara,  Ont ;  said  she  would  t^  back 
at  I.  p.  m.     She  did  not  return  on  that  day  or  the  following  day,  and 
on  Monday,  7th,   Flannigan  told  me  the  circumstances  connected 
therewith  and  wanted  me  to  take  the  case  in  hand  and  see  if  I  could 
find  his  property.     After  I  had   heard   Flannigan's   statement  I  con- 
cluded that  St.  Catharines  would  be  the  proper  place  to  strike  her 
trail  or  head  her  off,  which  was  correct.     After  looking  through  some 
of  the  hotels  and  livery  stables,  I  found  where  she  had  stabled  the 
horse  Sunday  night,  6th,  but  had  left  early  Monday  morn-ng.      Here 
I  got  a  partial  clue  as  to  who  she  was  likely  to  be,  and   after   making 
inquiry  at  the  different  hotels  where  she  was  supposed  to  have  been 
at  service,  I  found  that  she  went  by  the  name  of  "Highland  Mary" 
and  was  living  with  a  man  named  Harmon  Oille  in  said  city  of  St. 
Catharines.      I  then  went  to  Harmon  Oille's  house  and  found   it 
locked.     On  inquiring  of  the  neighbors  I  learned  that  a  drayman  had 
been  at  the  house  early  that  Monday   morning  and  had  taken  some 
goods  away,  but  they  could  give  me  only  a  poor  description  of  the 
drayman.     I  subsequently   found  him   and  he  told  me  that  he  had 
tak-^n  goods  to  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Station.     Proceeding  there 
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lound  that  a  person  giving  the  name  of  Mre.  H,  N.  Oille  had  shipped 
a  sewing  machine  and  a  trunk  and  contents  to  Hamiltcn. 

Just  here  I  saw  a  horse  and  buggy  being  driven  along  the  high 
way  and  recognized  k  as  the  one  I  wanted,  afterwards  I  learned  from 
her  that  she  had  come  back  to  see  if  the  goods  had  been  shipped. 
I  then  took  charge  of  the  horse  and  buggy,  and  said  to  her  that  I 
•rucssed  she  would  have  to  come  with  me  to  Niagara  Falls.     She  said 
she  would  that  she  wanted  to  see  Mr.  Flannigan  and  explain  to  him 
why  she  had  not  returned  the  horse  as  agreed,  and  that  she  was  then 
0  1  her  way  home  with  the  horse.     Driving  homeward  I  asked  her  if 
she  had  offered  the  horse  for  sale;  she  said  she  had  not.      That  she 
had  been  to  IJeamsvillc  to  see  her  mother,  and  was  returning,  when  I 
met  her,  and  that  she  would  pay  Mr.  Flannigan  for  the  time  she   had 
kept  it.     I  got  her  to  ship  the  goods  from  Hamilton  to  my  address, 
thinking  there  might  be  some  stolen  goods  amongst  them.      It   after- 
wards transpired  that  the  sewing  machine  had  been  stolen  from  the 
Singer  Sewing  Machine  Company,  and  was  afterwards  recovered  by 
them.     After  she  gave  me  the  order  to  get  the  goods  shipped  from 
Hamilton,  she  said  she  wanted  to  go  to  St.  Catharines,  where  I  could 
write  her  as  Mrs.  H.  N.  Oille  when  the  goods  arrived,  and  that  she 
would  come  to  Niagara  Fall''  :^nd  explain  all.     She  said  she  had  ni 
money  to  pay  her  fare  and  asked  me  for  a  dollar.     1  said  50  cents 
would  pay  her  fare  to  St.  Catharines,  and  I  gave  her  that  amount.      I 
immediately  set  out  on  her  trail  and  found  that  she  had  offered  the 
horse  and  buggy  for  sale  to  different  peojjle.     When  the  goods   came 
from  Hamilton  I  wrote  her  as  directed,  but  got  no  answer.      I  then 
went  to  St.  Catharines  and  found  that  she  had  left  there,  but  did  not 
know  where  she  had  gone. 

No  tidings  could  then  he  ^ot  of  her  till  about  the  28th  of  July, 
when  I  learned  that  she  was  m  St.  Thomas.  I  then  got  Flannigan 
to  lay  an  information  against  her  for  horse-stealing,  which  he  did  on 
tlie  29th  of  July.  I  then  left  the  same  day  for  St.  Thomas,  Ont., 
and  succeeded  in  having  her  arrested  on  the  31st  July.  I  arrived 
home  on  the  ist  of  August.  She  was  brought  before  John  Robinson 
Esq.,  J.  P.,  the  same  day  and  by  him  remanded  to  2nd  August  at  10 
a.  m.,  when  she  was  brought  before  A.  G.  Hill,  Esq.,  Police  Magis- 
trate in  the  usual  way.  She  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  read  to  her, 
and  was  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  VVelland  County  Gaol.     After 
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completing  her  term  she  was  again  arrested  for  some  offence,  and 
taken  to  St.  Thomas,  where,  I  believe,  some  disposition  was  made  of 
the  case.  She  then  came  to  Niagara  Falls,  and  I  gave  her  an  order 
to  get  the  trunk  (and  contents)  that  was  still  lying  in  the  Grand  Trunk 
warehouse  to  my  address. 

The  foregoing  is  a  detailed  account  of  my  information  of  the 
matter,  the  recovery  of  the  property,  and  finally  the  arrest  of  Mrs.  H. 
N.  Oille,  or  the  other  aliases  she  has. 

I  will  now  answer  the  different  sections  re  "Welland  County 
Council's  petition"  briefly  as  far  as  thev  relate  t®  my  doings  in  connec- 
tion therewith.  Sec.  2.  The  woman  was  not  arrested  on  the  7th  day 
of  July,  as  she  alleges. 

She  did  make  a  settlement  with  Flannigan  for  the  time  she  had 
the  horse  away,  but  I  was  not  then  aware  that  she  had  attempted  to 
sell  the  horse. 

Sec.  3.  No  information  had  been  laid  against  her,  and  no  war- 
rant was  issued  for  her  arrest,  and  she  was  not  discharged  as  she  was 
not  in  custody. 

Sec.  4.  She  came  voluntarily  with  me  to  Niagara  Falls;  I  gave 
her  fifty  cents  to  pay  her  fare  to  St.  (Catharines,  where  she  told  me  she 
wanted  to  go.  She  asked  for  a  dollar,  and  I  gave  her  fifty  cents,  say- 
ing, that  would  pay  her  fare.  An  information  was  laid  against  her  for 
horse  stealing  on  the  29th  July,  a  warrant  was  issued,  and  she  was  ai- 
rested  in  St.  Thomas  on  the  31st  July  and  i^rought  to  Niagara  Falls 
on  the  I  St  of  August. 

Sec.  6.  I  did  not  say  to  her  that  if  1  succeeded  in  procuring  a 
conviction  against  her  I  would  receive  the  sum  of  $20.00. 

Sec.  7.  Prisoner  was  asked  by  you  in  the  usual  way  whether  she 
would  be  tried  by  you  or  by  a  Jury,  and  she  consented  to  be  tried  by 
you,  and  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  read  to  her,  she  having  pre- 
viously confessed  to  me  that  she  had  offered  the  horse  for  sale. 

I  am  informed  and  believe  that  this  same  woman  "put  up  a  job" 
on  a  man  by  the  name  of  Konkle  some  years  ago  charging  him  with 
having  committed  a  rape  upon  her  daughter,  with  the  intention  of  ex- 
torting money  out  of  Konkle,  and  by  false  evidence  succeeded  in 
having  him  convicted  and  sentenced  to  a  long  term  of  imprisonment, 
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and  that  having  failed  to  extort  the  money  she  expected,  was  instru- 
mental in  petitioning  to  have  Konkle  released,  all  of  which   I  believe 
can  be  proven  if  necessary. 

This  woman  is  known  as  a  prostitute  and  a  bigamist,  is  traveling 
from  i)lace  to  place  and  while  m  St.  Thomas  to  procure  her  arrest  I 
heard  of  her  having  been  in  different  hotels  with  men  asking  for  a 
room,  and  t^'ing  refused,  was  actually  jjut  out  of  the  hotels  by  the 
persons  in  charge.  Believing  this  to  be  a  sufficiently  full  and  explicit 
report  of  my  connection  in  the  matter  above  referred  to,  and  that  the 
parties  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  the  same  will  fmd  no  difficulty  in 
arrivinjf  at  a  decision  therefrom

The  Standing  Committee  on  Education  beg  leave  to  submit  this 
their  report : 

Your  Committee  finds  from  examination  of  Pubhc  School  Acts 
that  each  County  Council  shall  cause  to  be  levied  yearly  in  the  sev-

That  I  am  at  present  incarcerated  in  the  Common  Gaol  at 
St.  Thomas  upon  a  charge  of  Larceny  and  have  elected  to  be  tried  i\ 
the  County  Judges  Criminal  Court  and  expect  my  trial  on  March  loth, 
1885. 

2nd  That  I  was  first  arrested  at  St. Catharines  on  the  7th  day  of  July, 
1884,  by  Detective  McMicken,  upon  a  charge  of  horse  steahng  but 
was  discharged  the  same  day  upon  me  settling  with  Christopher  Flan- 
nigan  for  the  extra  charges  incurred  by  keeping  his  horse  a  longer 
time  than  I  hired  the  horse  for  and  I  was  allowed  three  weeks  for 
paying  same. 

3rd.  I  cannot  say  whether  I  was  arrested  under  a  warrant  or  not 
but  I  do  solemnly  declare  that  the  said  detective  showed  me  no  war- 
rant when  arrested,  nor  was  any  warrant  in  paper  or  writing  of  any  des- 
cription whatever  read  to  me  at  the  time  I  was  arreste  J  or  at  any  other 
subsequent  time. 
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4.  I  was  taken  by  Detective  McMicking  to  Clifton,  who  paid 
my  way  to  Hamilton,  which  was  75  cents,  and  I  left  Clifton  on  the 
8ih  of  July  and  went  to  Hamilton,  and  from  there  I  came  to  St. 
Thomas  and  was  again  arrested  on  the  31st  day  of  July  at  St.  Thomas, 
and  was  taken  by  McMicking  to  Niagara  Falls  on  the  same  day. 

5.  I  was  never  asked  by  any  person  as  to  my  trial  and  I  never 
received  a  hearing,  but  the  first  intimation  I  had  of  my  sentence  was 
on  the  2nd  or  3rd  of  August.  1  was  taken  before  Police  Magistrate 
Hill,  and  no  witnesses  were  called  against  me  when  I  was  present,  nor 
was  I  allowed  to  call  any  in  my  defence  :  but  the  magistrate  simply 
asked  me  if  I  knew  then  what  my  senteiicc  was,  and  I  replied,  '"no." 
He  then  said  that  I  was  sentenced  to  bix  months  in  the  gaol  at  Wel- 
land,  and  I  was  taken  there  the  same  day,  when  I  served  my  sentence 
of  six  months  I  asked  to  sec  my  prosecutor  before  being  taken  be- 
fore Hill,  but  McMicking  said  I  could  not  see  him. 

6.  That  the  said  Detective  McMicking  frequently  told  me  if  he 
succeeded  in  prccurmg  a  conviction  against  me  he  would  receive  the 
sum  of  twenty  dolla's. 

7.  I  again  say  that  I  received  my  sentence  of  six  months  im- 
prisonment in  the  Welland  gaol  without  a  trial  or  without  having  been 
asked  by  what  court  I  would  be  tned. 

And  I  make  this  solemn  declaration  conscientiously  believing  the 
same  to  be  true,  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  passed  in  the  thirty-seventh 
year  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intilUd  an  Act  for  the  suppression  of 
voluntary  and  extra-judicial  oaths.

That  on  the  23rd  of  February,  1885,  the  corporation  of  the  city 
of  Buffalo  received  from  the  United  States  Government  its  consent 
for  the  city  to  dump  its  refuse  material  at  a  point  300  feet  below  and 
100  feet  west  of  the  inlet  pier  in  Niagara  river. 

That  on  the  30th  of  March  last  the  city  council  of  Buffalo 
enacted  an  ordinance  providing  under  a  penalty  of  $100  for  each 
offence,  in  substance,  that  no  person  should  dump  such  refuse 
material  into  or  within  any  of  the  waters  within  the  city  of  BuflTalo,  or 
at  any  place  within  the  Niagara  river  above  the  inlet  pier  in  said  river. 

That  since  the  enactment  of  such  ordinance  by  the  corporation 
'  of  the  city  of  Buffalo  the  contractors  for  dredging  the  city  harbor  are 
dumping  their  dredgings  m  Canadian  waters  at  a  pomt  near  Rose's 
Reef: 

That  such  dumping  pollutes  the  waters  of  Niagara  river  to  the 
great  detriment  of  the  inhabitants  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river 
from  Fort  Erie  to  Niagara  Falls  to  a  greater  or  less  extent. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  thai  some  action  may  be  taken 
to  prevent  such  nuisance,  as  a  continuation  of  such  dumping  will  be 
injurious  to  the  health  of  those  who  use  the  waters  of  the  said  river 
for  domestic  purposes.

Sir— 

The  attention  of  your  Council  at  its  approaching  June  session  is 
respectfully  invited  to  the  recent  action  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
with  a  view  to  encourage  the  organization  of  ''armers'  Institutes. 

You  are  doubtless  aware  that  a  limited  '^eries  of  these  meetings 
were  held  during  the  month  of  January,  at  which  professors  of  the 
Agricultural  College  assisted  with  papers  and  lectures  on  subjects  of 
study  and  experiment  pursued  at  that  Institution. 

The  success  of  these  meetings  were  so  marked,  and  the  good  re- 
sults of  them  so  obvious,  that  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  was 
led  to  consider  what  means  could  be  taken  to  encourage  the  form- 
ation of  others  and  secure  for  all  of  them  a  character  of  permanency. 

With  this  object  in  view  the  Commissioner  asked,  and  has  ob- 
tained from  the  Legislature  a  grant  of  twenty-five  dollars  yearly,  to  be 
given  to  one  such  Institute  to  be  organized  in  each  IClectoral  District 
in  the  Province  upon  the  condition  of  an  ecjual  sum  being  granted  by 
the  County  Council  of  the  County,  within  which  the  Electoral  Dis- 
trict is  situated. 

The  I  legislative  grant  was  also  made  subject  to  such  regulations 
as  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  might  approve,  and  these  regula- 
tions arc  as  follows: 
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I  St.     That  each  Institute  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  fifty 
members,  who  shall  each  pay  a  fee  of  not  less  than  25  cents  annually. 

2nd.  That  there  shall  be  an  Executive  or  Board  of  Manace- 
mcnt,  consisting  of  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary  and  five 
or  more  directors,  and  the  majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  practical 
fanners. 

3rd.  That  the  Institute  shall  hold  at  least  two  meetings  each 
year  in  different  parts  of  the  electoral  district,  lor  the  discussion  of 
agricultural  subjects. 

The  County  Council  may  make  such  other  regulations  as  a  con- 
dition of  their  grant  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  but  not  so  as  to 
conflict  with  the  foregoing. 

The  Commissioner  asks  for  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the 
Reeves  of  the  different  municipalities  in  establishing  an  Institute  in 
each  electoral  district  of  your  county  before  next  winter,  and  to  that 
end  he  trusts  that  the  equivalent  of  the  Legislative  grant  will  be  pro- 
vided at  the  June  session  of  the  Council 

,  The  Professors  of  the  Agricultural  College  will  be  able  to  assist 
at  twelve  or  fifteen  Institutes  in  the  month  of  January  and  at  others 
occasionally  during  the  year  as  their  duties  at  the  College  may  allow.

HYDRAULIC  RAM  FOR  COUNTY   BUILDINGS. 

To  the   Warden  and  Members   of  the   Municipal   Council  of  the    County  of 
Welland,  in  Council  Assembled  : 

Gentlemen — 

Whereas  it  is  necessary,  and  your  honorable  body  expend  the 
sum  of  $50.00  annually  to  have  the  sewers  of  the  Court  House  washed 
out  by  the  Welland  Fire  Company  twice  a  year. 

And  as  these  sewers  could  be  kept  in  a  much  cleaner  condition 
if  they  were  washed  out  oftener,  and  as  the  county  has  expended  a 
large  amount  of  money  in  beautifying  the  grounds  about  the  Court 
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House  and  Registry  Ofifice  and  as  tnese  grounds  suffer  very  materially 
for  want  of  water  through  the  summer  season,  I  wish  to  make  your 
honoiable  body  the  following  proposition  : 

I  will  erect  a  Hydraulic  Ram  at  some  convenient  place  aloir^ 
the  Welland  river,  east  of  the  aqueduct,  and  convey  water  from  the 
Welland  canal  to  a  tank  sufficiently  large  to  hold  40  barrels  of  water, 
to  be  erected  on  a  tower  at  any  point  in  the  Court  House  grounds 
that  your  Committee  may  point  out;  the  bottom  of  said  tank  to  be 
forty  feet  above  the  level  of  the  ground  in  the  gaol  yard,  and  the 
Hydraulic  Ram  to  be  of  a  capacity  to  fill  it  once  every  twenty  four 
hours. 

The  said  tank  to  be  connected  with  a  two  inch  iron  gas  pipe 

with  the  tower,  and  so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  discharged  in  a 

large  volume  through  the  sewer,  simply  by  turning  a  brass  cock. 

I  will  also  lay  iron  pipes  and  place  hydrant  cocks ;  four  in  the 
Court  House  yard  or  lawn  and  three  at  convenient  points  in  the 
Registry  Office  grounds,  all  such  pipes  to  be  so  laid  that  in  the  fall 
the  water  may  be  drained  out  of  them  by  turning  a  waste  pipe  cock 
open,  thus  giving  you  a  complete  miniature  water  works,  which  will 
be  permanent  and  self-acting,  to  beautify  your  grounds  or  stop  any 
fire  that  might  occur  in  the  building  before  it  got  much  headway, 
also  to  cleanse  your  sewers  at  any  time. 

As  a  remuneration  for  such  work  I  ask  when  it  is  c(*mpleted  to 
the  satisfaction  of  your  Committee,  that  I  be  paid  $50.00  per  annum 
for  ten  years,  I  to  be  given  a  cheque  for  $50.00  and  nine  notes  each 
for  $50.00  without  interest. 

If  your  honorable  body  accept  this  offer  I  would  like  to  proceed 
with  and  complete  the  work  so  as  to  have  the  use  of  it  this  summer. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  have  your  Clerk  prei)are  a 
memorial  or  retjuest  to  the  Secretary  of  Railways  and  Canals,  asking 
permission  to  lay  a  syphorn  of  two  inch  gas  i)ipe  in  the  Welland 
canal.

Inaccordance  therewith  instructions  were  issued  to  himon, 
August  6ih,  1S83,  to  plant  stone  monuments  at  the  ends  of  each  con- 
cession line  in  the  townships  of  Pelham  and  Gainsborough  abutting  on 
the  boundary  line  between  them.  The  (juestion  to  be  determined 
being  the  position  of  the  road  allowance  and  its  width  between  the 
t()\vnshi])s. 

Mr.  Gardiner  has  sent  in  his  returns  of  survey  but  as  they  are 
very  voluminous,  they  have  not  yet  been  examined. 

It  appears  however  that  Mr.  Gardiner  has  by  a  mass  of  evidence 
determined  that  the  allowance  for  road  is  on  the  I'elham  side  of  the 
town  line  as  run  ui)on  the  ground  in  the  original  survey. 

No  protest  against  his  survey  has  been  sent  in  and  before  con- 
firming the  survey  I  have  written  to  the  County  Clerk  to  know  if  any 
litigation  has  arisen  or  is  likely  to  arise  in  ccmsecpience  of  said  survey.

Chapter  36, 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  intituled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  em- 
ployment without  the  walls  of  Common  (laols  of  Prisoners  sentenced 
to  be  imprisoned  therein,"  it  is  enacted  bysection  2, that  such  prisoners 
can  only  be  so  employed  after  a  i)rior  sentence  of  imprisonment ;  and 
that  41  N'ictoria,  C'hapter  24,  of  the  Statutes  of  Ontario,  makes  pro- 
vision upon  the  same  subject,  and  in  the  same  terms  as  the  Dominion 
Act. 

That  during  the  winter  months  large  numbers  of  vagrants  con- 
gregate in  the  Towns  of  the  various  Counties  of  '  "anada,  and  are 
yearly  committed  to  the  (laols  oi  this  and  tlie  other  (x)unties  in  Can- 
ada, sentenced  to  hard  labor  and  if  discharged  befop.  the  expiration 
of  winter,  go  to  another  County,  where  they  are  committed,  and  so 
get  a  living  during  the  severe  weather  at  the  expense  of  the  various 
Counties. 

That  there  is  little  or  no  work  at  which  this  class  of  prisoners  can 
be  employed  within  the  walls  of  the  (laols  of  the  various  Counties. 

That  owing  to  the  migratory  habits  of  the  class  referred  to,  it  is 
impossible  to  ascertain  if  any  of  them  have  undergone  a  prior  sen- 
tence of  imprisonment. 

That  your  petitioners  believe,  if  vagrants  couM  be,  on  a  first  and 
every  subsetpient  conviction  and  sentence,  put  at  hard  labor  beyond 
the  walls  of  the  (laol,  that  their  number  would   greall)'  decrease,    as 
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your  petitioners  believe  that  this  class  of  persons  uosire  imprisonment 
rather  from  a  disinclination  to  labor  than  from  an  inability  to  procure 
employment. 

Vour  petitioners  therefore  pray  that  your  Honorable  Body  will 
take  such  steps  as  are  within  your  power  to  induce  the  Dominion 
(lovernnient  to  so  change  the  Law  of  the  I)ominion,and  will  so  amend 
the  Law  of  Ontario,  as  to  authorize  the  employment  of  all  vagrants, 
sentenced  to  be  imprisoned  with  hard  labor,  to  be  so  employed,  on  a 
first  and  every  subsecjuent  conviction  and  sentence,  beyond  the  walls 
of  the  (laol,  in  such  work  or  duty  as  will  afford  a  means  of  repaying 
in  seme  degree  the  cost  of  their  maintenance,  and  prevent  the  increase 
of  the  crime  of  vagrancy.

ADMINISTRATION  OF  JUSTICE. 

To  thf  Cou))fy  Cointn/  nf  tk(   ('ov)ifif  of  WcUdiul  : 
GkNTLKMEN  : 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  County  Council  of  Middlesex,  I 
moved  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted,  and 
a  petition  prepared  and  sent  to  the  Attorney-Ceneral,  a  copy  of  which 
I  now  enclose  you. 

"Moved  by  W.  W.  Fitzgerald,  and  seconded  by  R.  Boston,  that" 
"the  system  of  administration  of  justice  introduced  into  this  Province" 
"when  it  was  in  its  infancy,  has,  by  reason  of  the  growth  of  the" 
"Province  in  every  respect,  become  totally  unsuited  to  the  present" 
"needs  and  reciuiremcnts  of  the  county  ;  therefore,  in  the  opinion  of" 
"thisCounciljthe  system  should  be  so  changed  that  legal  proceedings" 
"can  be  commenced  and  carried  to  a  final  conclusion  in  each  county," 
"and  the  e.xper  i  and  inconvenience  i)roduced  by  the  present  central-'' 
"ized  system  avoided  ;  and  that  a  petition  be  prejjared  and  forward-' 
"ed  to  the  Attorney-Ceneral  under  the  seal  of  the  county  for  legisla-" 
"tion  to  that  effect.     Carried." 

At  present  the  whole  judicial  system  of  the  Province  is  centraliz- 
ed at  Toronto.  All  actions  in  the  Su[)eriorCourt  are  in  contem|)lation 
of  law  carried  on  there.  All  ajjplications  for  a  new  trial,  and  all 
appeals  must  be  heard  there ;  and  in  the  course  of  an  ordinary  action 
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there  are  a  number  of  applications  which  must  be  made  in  Toronto, 
thus  greatly  delaying  the  proceedings  and  increasing  the  expense  with- 
out in  any  way  benefitting  the  Solicitor  who  has  the  conduct  of  the 
action,  but  who  has  to  bear  the  odium  of  the  delay,  and  in  many 
instances  finds  his  client  dissatisfied  in  conseiiucnce. 

'I'here  is  no  necessity  for  this  cum''ersome,tedious  and  expensive 
centralized  system.  It  does  not  exist  in  the  Province  of  Quebec. 
There  the  Province  is  divided  into  judicial  districts,  each  having  com- 
plete jurisdiction  over  all  litigation  arising  within  the  district ;  and 
ahiiost  all  the  States  of  the  neighboring  republic  are  divided  into 
districts  and  circuits  for  judicial  pur[)oses,  and  there  is  no  good  reason 
why  Ontario  should  cling  to  a  system  which  has  outlived  its  useful- 
ness. 

Now  what  I  propose  is,  that  each  county  shall  form  a  judicial 
district,  having  complete  control  of  all  matters  of  litigation  arising  in 
the  county,  with  resident  judges  having  jurisdiction  m'all  matters. 
There  would  necessarily  be  a  Supreme  Court  of  appeal  to  which  mi- 
portant  cases  could  be  appealed. 

I  consider  this  a  matter  of  the  highest  importance  to  the  people 
of  Ontario,  and  trust  that  the  different  municipal  bodies  will  exert  their 
influence  on  the  T-ocal  Legislature  to  induce  them  to  make  the  neces- 
sary amendments  in  the  law  to  introduce  a  new  and  improved  system 
of  administration  of  justice.

1.  That  they  shall  and  will  duly  and  promptly  pay  and  satisfy 
all  rates,  taxes  and  assessments  whatsoever  that  may  from  time  to 
time  become  payable  in  respect  of  the  hereby  leased  premises  duiing 
the  subsistence  of  the  present  lease,  and  also  that  they  shall  and  will 
during  the  said  period  abide  by  and  comply  with  all  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  municipality  or  locality  in  which  the  said  premises 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  situated,  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
concerned. 

2.  That  the  channel  for  laying  the  said  two  inch  pipe  shall  not 
be  cut  deeper  than  two  feet  six  inches  into  the  bank  of  the  canal,  and 
that  the  work  shall  be  done  by  the  lessees  at  their  own  expense  and 
risks  under  the  immediate  superintendence  and  to  the  entire  satisfac- 
faction  of  an  officer  of  the  Department  of  Railways  and  Canals. 

3.  That  the  water  passing  and  to  pass  through  the  said  two  inch 
pipe  shall  be  used  only  for  Lawn  and  County  purposes,  in  the  County 
Buildings  and  Registry  office  in  said  Town  of  Welland,  and  for  no 
other  purpose  whatever. 

4.  No  supply  of  water  is  hereby  guaranteed. 


5.  Tha 
work  in  such 
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5-  That  the  lessees  or  their  successors  shall  maintain  the  said 
•work  in  such  good  and  sufficient  state  ot  repair,  during  the  subsistance 
of  the  present  lease,  as  that  no  damage  be  caused  to  the  canal  banks 
or  property  irom  leakage  or  otherwise. 

6.  That  the  supply  of  water  may  be  stopped  at  any  time  by  the 
canal  authorities,  if  deemed  necessary  for  canal  purposes. 

7.  That  if  at  any  time  hereafter  during  the  subsistence  of  this 
lease,  it  shall  be  determined   by   the   said   Mini.>ter   or  any   of  his 
successors  in  office  that  the  said  hereby  leased  premises  or  any  part 
thereof,  are  or  is  required  for  any  public  purpose  whatever,  thereupon, 
on  reasonable  notice  of  not  less  than  one  calender  month  being  given 
to  the  said  lessees  their  successors  or  assigns,  simply  by  a  letter  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Railways  and  Canals  to  that  effect 
this  lease  and  all  matters  herein  contained  shall  cease  and  be  void,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  as  the  case  may   be,   or  may   be  avoided   by  any 
instrumeut  in  that  behalf,  and  the  lessees  their  successors  or  assigns, 
shall  immediately  thereupon  remove  all   pipes,   materials,  effects  and 
things  that  may  there  be  on  the  said  premises  without  the  said  lessees 
their  successor?  or  assigns,  having  by  means  or  respect  thereof,   any 
claim  for  compensation  or  indemnity  whatsoevei  against  Her  Majesty 
or  Her  Government  of  Canada  or  any  member  or  officer  thereof. 

The  lessees  for  themselves  their  successors  and  assigns  do  hereby 
covenant,  promise  and  agree  to  and  with  Her  said  Majesty,  Her 
heirs  and  successors  as  follows  : 

t.  To  pay  rent,  2  and  to  pay  taxes,  3  and  not  to  assign  or  sub 
let  without  leave,  4  and  to  fulfil,  observe  and  perform  all  the  condit- 
ions herein  mentioned  and  contained,  5  and  at  the  determination  of 
the  present  lease  to  peaceably  and  quietly  surrender,  yield  up  and 
deliver  unto  Her  Majesty's  Government  of  Canada  the  premises  here- 
by leased  and  any  and  every  of  them  and  every  part  thereof  as  the  case 
may  be  and  remove  all  pipes,  materials,  effects  and  things  whatsoever 
unto  them  belonging  or  under  their  care  or  control  without  compensa- 
tion as  hereinbefore  provided. 

In  witness  whereof  the  said  Minister  so  representing  Her  said 
Majesty  herein  as  aforesaid  hath  hereto  set  his  hand  and  affixed  the 
seal  of  thq  Department  of  Railways  and  Canals,  the  said  lessees  have 
set  their  hands  and  affixed  the  common  seal  of  the   said  Corporation 
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and  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Department  hath  countersigned  the  same 
on  the  day  and  in  the  month  and  year  first  above  written.
